The governing body consists of tho 
Power, except where this was lodg­ 
ed with officers chosen by popular 
ballot, by whom, in the aggregate, 
the mayor’s power was greatly lim­ 
ited, and a city council, elected by 
wards, with the customary legisla­ 
tive jurisdiction of such bodies. Aft­ 
erwards commissioners appointed by

were

of the council as affected franchises.
